SAN" FRANCISCO," Aug. 1.—(XP)— 


'Science is lending a hand to the grape 
industry in disposing of the surpluses 
by development of grape byproducts. 


Laboratory experiments, financed by 


cooperatives and various branches of 
the industry, have been begun to find 
new ways of making the grape, or 
any part of it, more useful. 


This consorted scientific 
effort 
is 


called Fruit Industries, Inc., and its 
purpose is to 'aid in disposition of 
crop surpluses that are 
inevitable 


when nature smiles too benignly on 
California's grape belt. 


Thus far experiments have develop- 


ed a meat sauce, 94 per cent of which 
is grape; a land fertilizer, a cigarette 
wrapper, and cream of tartar, which 
has been imported in quanttiies from 
Europe although tons of 
it 
ytforly 


have been thrown away in grape resi- 
due. 


Perhaps the outstanding achieve- 


ment of the San Francisco laboratory, 
under direction of Dr. John R. Eoff, 
is production of a concentrate almost 
at clear as water, yet which retains 
palatable flavors of the fruit, in var- 
ious blends. 


Many other products cost more to 


make than their market value war- 
rants. 


A commercial significance however 
seen in the concentrate, which may 


mean a large saving in containers and 
freight rates. Its volume is cut to 
one-fourth of the natural juice, hut 
addition of water gives back the nat- 
ural flavor. 


Benefits to growers also are seen in 


the concentrate, which makes possible 
storage of the juice content of a crop 
so it may be fed to eastern and cen- 
tral markets as needed, thus prevent- 
ing "dumping"'which frequently is 
i uinous to prices. 


In making concentrates for many 


purposes, eastern grapes are neces- 
sary for blending, hence steady ship- 
ment of eastern grapes is fdrseen is 
beneficial both to eastern and west- 
ern growers.

It is acquiring the necessary equipment, and has 
just bought a big private grain firm in Minneapolis.

Speed and Smooth Trip 


Cut Down Death Rate 


During Shipment 


MALMOE, Sweden, Aug. 1.—(UP)— 
Shipping of live chickens by air from 
the Continent to Sweden is the latest 
wrinkle in Swedilis farming. One of 
the largest consignments of this kind 
ever made recently was landed here 
on board the ordnnary mail and pas- 
senger plane of the Swedish Aero- 
transport Company from Germany. It 
held 1,800 live chickens, stored 
in 


boxes, and due to the even tempera- 
ture of the cabin and the smooth fly- 
ing, 
every bird was alive and well. 


They were immediately taken out 


and loaded into closed automobiles 
and rushed to the modern chicken 
farm near here, belonging to Mrs. 
Ebba Weibull, one of the largest fowl 
breeders in the country. Mrs. Weibull 
last year imported 4.000 birds via air, 
and this year she lias received 4.800. 
Of the first shipment of 1,000 only 
four were dead when the plane ar- 
rived, she says, whereas many more 
would have perished if they had been 
sent by rail.

Cotton Worms Seen 
on Two Local Farms 


Calcium Arseiiate Among 


Most Satisfactory 


Preventives 


The cotton worm has been reported 


from several parts of Hempstead coun- 
ty according to County Agent Lynn L. 
Smith. Specimens have been found 
en the Collins farm near Springhill; 
on Ralph Routon's farm near Em- 
mett; and on the Lemley farm in Ozan 
bottom. 
As yet the infestation 
is 


pretty light, and is generally spot- 
ted around over the field. The ap- 
pearance of the cotton 
worm 
this 


early may result in rather serious in- 
jury to the crop if they are riot cott- 
troled. Following are some control 
measures recommended by Mr. Isely, 
associate entomologist for the Uni- 
versity of Arkansas, who is perhaps 
better acquainted with the habits of 
the! insect than 
anyone else in the 


state. Complete copies of Mr. Isely's 
publication may be secured from your 
county agent eather by calling at the 
office in the: city hall in Hope or by 
wriiing fo ra copy.

Control of Cotton Worm 


iWatchfulness is of first importance 


in. (the control of the cotton worrni. 
The cotton grower should examine his 
fields frequently during the period 
of danger (from middle of July to earl 
September). As soon as the first cot- 
ton worms are observed, the possible 
injury which may occur that season 
should be tetermined, taking into con- 
sideration the relative maturity of the 
cotton. If there is danger of much 
loss, poison should be applied at once, 
either in spots or over whole fields, 
whever the cotton worm is found. 


The cotton worm is very easily con- 


trolled by the use of arsenical pois- 
ons. 
Calcium arsenate is probably the 


most satisfactory poison to use when- 
ever it is available. It should be ap- 
plied at the rate of three or four 
pounds of poison to 
the acre. The 


poison may _be mixed with hydrated 
Imie at the rate of one part lime to 
one of poison to add bulk. 


The application of poison for the 


control of leaf worms is not necessary 
every seasn. For this reason, a sup- 


ply of calcium ars*nate may not be 
ffead'ily available wffen 
an outbreak 


occurs.' A number of other arsenicals 
such as powdered arsen*ate of lead, 
m'agrieSium arseriate, 
zinc -arSenite, 


and Paris green may be used. The 
first three.of these rha'y be used like 
calcium arsenate. Paris green is a 
very effective poison, but it may pro- 
duce more or less burning of the cot- 
ton foliage. 
To secure 
the 
least 


amount of damage and best adhesion 
to the plant it should be applied in 
the following mixture: Paris green, 
1 part; flour. 1 part; hydrated lime. 4 
parts. It should bfe used at the rate 
of 2 pounds ol poison to each acre. 


White arsenic shoul clnever be used 


as it is very injurious to plants.
